President  David  O.  McKay  to  Counsel 
Students,  Faculty  at  Devotional  Hour 

Beloved  Church  leader,  President  David  0.  McKay,  will 
be  guest  speaker  at  Wednesday's  devotional  assembly. 

PRESIDENT  McKay  was  honored  by  the  BYU  student- 
body  previously  this  year  when  he  was  presented  w’ith  a 
scroll  containing  many  hundreds  of  signatures  of  students' 
on  campus.  At  that  time,  a portrait  of  the  prophet,  seer  and 
revelator  of  the  Church  was  given  to  the  studentbody  and 
hung  in  the  McKay  Bldg. 

The  president  has  served  in  his  present  capacity  since 
April  9,  1951.  At  that  time  he  was  sustained  in  this  position 
succeeding  President  George  Albert  Smith,  who  died  April 
14,  1951.  President  McKay  is  the  ninth  in  succession  since 
Joseph  Smith,  founder  and  first  prophet  of  the  Church. 

PRESIDENT  McKAY  was  born  in  Huntsville,  Weber 
County,  Utah,  Sept.  8,  1873,  the  son  of  David  McKay  and 
Jenette  Evans,  Mormon  converts  from  Scotland.  He  received 
his  early  education  in  Huntsville,  and  in  1894  entered  the 
University  of  Utah  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

He  was  graduated  in  1897,  the  valedictorian  of  his  class. 
Later  that  same  year  he  was  called  to  sen’e  as  a missionary 
in  the  British  Isles.  In  March,  1898,  he  was  appointed  Pres- 
ident of  the  Glasgow’  District  of  the  British  Mission. 

THE  YEAR  HE  was  released  from  his  mission.  Pres. 
McKay  received  appointment  as  a teacher  in  the  Weber 
Stake  Academy,  now  Weber  College.  He  became  superinten- 
dent of  the  institution  three  years  later. 

Pres.  McKay  moved  up  through  the  ranks  of  the  Church 
to  become  a member  of  Hie  first  Presidency  in  1934. 

HE  HAS  LIKEWISE  served  in  many  varied  civic  and 
business  positions  and  presently  is  president  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  BYU. 

A seasoned  traveler.  Pres.  McKay  has  covered  an  esti- 
mated 300,000  miles  since  becoming  president  of  the  Church. 
He  w’as  just  recently  in  London  where  he  dedicated  the 
Hyde  Park  chapel,  that  city’s  first  chapel  as  such. 

PRES.  McKAY  and  his  wife  Emma  Riggs  McKay,  moved 
from  their  familv  home  in  Salt  Lake  City  to  the  Hotel  Utah 
in  the  fall  of  1960,  although  they  still  maintain  the  old  fam-

BYU  Woman  Dies  in  SLC  Hospital  On  Laos  Talks 


Brigham  Young  University  student  Nedra 
C.  Caldweii  died  in  a Sait  Lake  City  hospital 
Monday  afternoon,  after  being  injured, in  a 
one-car  accident  in  Orem. 

THREE  OTHER  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity students  and  two  friends  were  injured 
in  the  accident.  The  BYU  students  are  in 
Utah  Valiey  Hospitai,  ali  in  fair  condition. 

The  group  inciuded  Nada  Ann  Caldwell, 
twin  sister  of  Nedra,  Dorene  May  and  Gary 
Allen  all  BYU  students  and  Carol  and  Mary 
Jane  Salt,  sisters  visiting  Provo  from  Card- 
ston,  Alberta,  Canada, 

THE  ACCIDENT  happened  when  a rear 
brake  cvlinder  on  the  car  went  out  as  it  was 
traveling  east  on  1400  South  in  Orem.  The 
car  careened  downhiil  toward  Cartervilie 


road,  leaving  the  road  just  across  the  Carter- 
vilie intersection. 

IT  TRAI  ELED  some  275  feet  after  leav- 
ing the  road,  shearing  off  200  feet  of  wire 
fencing  as  it  lurched  along.  It  finally  stopped 
when  it  feli  off  a bluff  into  a brushy  ravine, 
coming  to  rest  on  its  side  against  a cotton- 
wood tree. 

Nedra  Catherine  Caldwell'  was  born  in 
Cardston,  Alberta,  Canada  on  March  27, 
1939,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  Cald- 
well and  had  lived  there  all  her  life  before 
coming  to  Brigham  Young  University  in 
1959. 

She  was  a sophomore  English  major  and 
worked  at  Utah  Valley  Hospital  as  a lab 
technician.  She  was  a member  of  BYU  Stake 
7th  ward. 

Services  will  be  held  Friday  in  Cardston.

Critics  complain  that  the  shot  was  too  well  pub- 
licized, that  if  it  had  failed  the  United  States  would 
have  been  ridiculed  all  over  the  world.  Many  of  the  hun- 
dreds of  newsmen  covering  the  event  represented  for- 
eign papers. 

The  shot  didn’t  fail,  and  now  the  world  is  just  as 
enthusiastic  as  we  are  over  the  success.  Reason:  they 
too  were  allowed  to  follow  the  minute-by-minute  count- 
down and  participate  themselves  in  this  great  event. 

In  Australia,  hundreds  of  thousands  sat  with  ears 
glued  to  their  radios  following  the  countdown,  accord- 
I ing  to  United  Press  International.  The  Sydney  Daily 
j Mirror  devoted  its  entire  front  page  to  a picture  of 
. Shepard  walking  towards  the  capsule.  In  London  three 
i papers  all  carried  the  same  headline — Boy!  What  a 
; Ride!  Similar  reactions  occurred  all  over  the  world. 

This  points  up  a major  difference  between  our  free 
enterprise  and  the  Communistic  system.  When  Russia 
launched  her  man  into  space  no  one  knew  about  it  until 
he  was  back  on  the  ground  again — and  many  doubted 
that  the  historic  feat  had  actually  taken  place. 

In  a democracy,  everyone  must  be  willing  to  expose 
his  hand  to  the  view  of  his  fellowmen.  Our  cards  are 
on  the  table  from  necessity.  *

Dear  Rita: 

Your  article  on  a spicy  Y- 
Day  has  prompted  this  letter. 
You  were  probably  not  aware  of 
all  the  facts,  and  I believe  that 
you  are  the  person  who  tipped 
the  shaker  by  putting  spice 
where  none  existed.  I am  refer- 
ring to  your  reporting  of  the  in- 
cident on  Y mountain  where  you 
stated  that  a patroller  became 
over-enthusiastic  of  his  duty  and 
angered  his  public. 

THE  FACTS  ARE:  A patrol- 
ler spotted  a fire  started  by  a 
member  of  the  bucket  brigade 
and  requested  that  it  be  extin- 
guished because  of  Ihe  danger 
of  a brush  fire  as  the  area  was 
near  the  tinder-dry  brush.  The 
confronted  individual  became 
indignant.  A short  time  later 
this  same  individual  was  spot- 
ted throwing  and  rolling  rocks 
down  the  hillside  and  again  re- 
ceived a verbal  reprimand. 
However,  his  pugilistic  person- 
ality prompted  him  to  physical 
violence.  After  the  individual 
swung  twice  and  seemed  to  show 
no  desire  to  listen  to  reason,  the 
patroller  resorted  to  the  individ- 
ual’s dialect — “fist  talk.” 

As  chairman  of  police  on  Y 
mountain,  I am  aware  of  all  the 
incidents  that  occurred  and  can’t 
help  but  be  proud  of  my  subor- 
dinates. Each  accepted  his  orders 
and  assumed  his  responsibilities 
with  sincereness,  carried  them 
out  with  conscientiousness,  and 
as  a result  there  were  no  major 
accidents. 

THIS  SAFETY  record,  in  it- 
self, is  a great  achievement  as 
the  Y mountain  project  produc- 
es the  greatest  number  of  major 
accidents  on  Y-Day.  This  also 
exemplifies  the  calibre  of  the 
patrolmen  and  demonstrates 
that  all  their  actions  were 
prompted  by  their  concern  for 
the  safety  of  their  fellow  stu- 
dents. 

Now,  Rita,  I know  that  this 
whole  argument  revolves  around 
the  word  “spice.”  and  your  con- 
notation of  the  word  may  be 
“added  zest.”  But  if  conscienti- 
ousness can  completely  elimin- 
ate major  accidents,  then  maybe 
each  patroller  should  be  issued 
as  standard  equipment  one  “sha- 
ker.”
